I’Hrr.ADKLMtlA, Dee, 1,—The general offi­ 
cers of the Knight* of Labor have issued a 
circular to subordinate assemblies in width 
they say that the response to the appeal of 
the general assembly at Richmond for funds 
to assist loeked-out members in various part? 
of the country has been very inadequate, the 
total amount having only been about $ 14,» 
(*)0. The circular says; 
Without anv provocation, except the exer­ 
cise of the inherent right of every freeman 
to belong to any organization he pleases, not 
in conflict with the laws of the country, thou­ 
sands of our membeo, men and women,with­ 
out warning, have been thrown out of em­ 
ployment. 
They have gone to the door oi 
the mill and factory anti to the mouth of the 
mine, where but yesterday they were em­ 
ployed, only to And staring them in the face 
this un-Christian and un-American mandate; 
‘ You can not, return to work here until you 
sign a contract to leave the Knights of La­ 
bor, and that you w ill never become a mera 
her of that or any organization/*’ * * * ♦ 
Two alternatives present themselves--uncon­ 
ditional surrender or manly defense. Which 
shall it l» *f The lock s! out members in t heir 
enforced idleness, turn from suffering wive? 
and starving children in appeul to your general 
executive board to aid them in maintaining 
their manhood and their fidelity to your or­ 
der. 
The general assembly instructed your 
general executive board to give them all the 
assistance in its power. 
We can render that 
assistance only in one way. and that through 
the co-operation of the earnest and loyal 
members of our order. 
Wonts of sympathy, 
however kind and grateful, will not supply 
t he needs of these locked-out members. 
We 
must have that which is mom substantial. 
We can not supply it ourselves, therefore 
frankly come to you. 
Having all these circumstances iu mind, 
and deeply moved by sympathy for these 
suffering members and those dependent upon 
them, your general executive board has 
unanimously resolved to levy an assessment 
of 25 cents per member upon ail the local as­ 
semblies of the order. 
The circular then says the assessment must 
be paid to the general secretary, (’has. H. 
Litchman, lock box 885, Philadelphia, not 
later than Dec. ‘JO, 1880, but assemblies pre­ 
ferring to pay iu installments may pay ten 
rents per member Dec. JO, ten cents J an. J O, 
and five cents Feb. J O, the basis of member­ 
ship to tie the number reported Oct. 1, 1886, 
and J an. 1. 1887. 
The circular closes with a 
strong appeal for a prompt response to the 
assessment, and declares that the close of 
the southwestern strike marked tho begiu- 
ning of a movement among capitalists every­ 
where to combine against labor 
unions.

Washington City, Dec. 1.—The annual 
report of the board of government directors 
of the Union Pacific railway was made pub­ 
lic Tuesday by the secretary of the interior. 
During the nine months ended Sept. SO, 1886, 
the income of the lines forming the Union 
Pacific system amounted to $ 8,118,020, while 
expenditure» were $ 5,429,09J . During the cor­ 
responding nine months in 1885 
the income 
amounted to $ 7,060,908, while expenditures 
were $ 5,797,836. 
United States requirements 
for the nine months in 1886, placed against 
the surplus, were $ 500,000, and for the nine 
months in 1885 were $ 786,989; so that the 
balance of surplus in the first nine months of 
1886, 
less 
United 
States 
requirement» , 
amounted to $ 2,188,927, against $ 475,282 dur­ 
ing the corresponding period of 1885. 
A comparative statement of the funded 
and other debts of the entire system, cover­ 
ing a period of twenty-one months, shows 
rapid improvement iu the financial position 
of the company. Dec. 31, 1.884, there remained 
a debt, in oxeess of land assets, amounting to 
$ 122,097,852. On Dec. 3J , 1885, the state­ 
ment shows the debt in excess of land grant 
assets to have been $ 118,144,894, and on Sept. 
50, 1886, the debt of tho company, iu excess 
of ¡and grant assets, was $ 115,270,505. or 
about $ 7,250,0(f) leas than on Dee. 51, 1884. 
The directors say in their report that it 
nust be borne in mind that the Union Pa- 
citic railroad has completely changed its 
mt acter and its sources of revenue within 
uio last I. .v wars, 
it was built as a trans­ 
continental line and expected to derive its 
-tipjMT.l principally from transcontinental 
liu-.iiif» .

without business enough to support its main 
stem. 
It» rival lines are alert, rich and en­ 
terprising, and are untrammelled iu their 
ability t*> rai» e funds, give guarantees ami 
construct, buy or lease other road» . 
It will 
be for the best interests of the government, 
the directors in this connection add, and 
greatly promote the growth and develop­ 
ment of th»* territory served by tho Union 
Pacific, to have the government place this 
road in equally favorable position. 
A num­ 
ber of additional lines should be undertaken 
at an early day iu order to reserve to the 
main line its due proportion of territory. 
The directors, in discussing the various 
propositions that have been made for the set­ 
tlement of tho indebtedness to the govern­ 
ment, say that since submitting the last re­ 
port in J anuary, 1886, the condition of the 
lines has changed only for the better. Float­ 
ing debts have been entirely paid off, bonded 
debt reduced, and about 160 miles of new 
road an*I valuable feeders have been built. 
Tho property as a whole is of great and in- 
erea» ing vain ». 
Criticisms upon the value of 
any of ils branch lines considered as inde­ 
pendent roads are misleading, and it should 
n!»<» bo 1».» rue in mind, they say. that in a , 
few years the falling due of 6, 7 and 8 ]*u- !

AN AUTOMATIC POSTMASTER 


W ill Proba bly Pom© » * t and W ill Save 
a H ea p of Trouble. 
N ew Y ork , Dee. 1.—An automatic box is 
being put upon the lamp-posts in Brooklyn 
to supply the public with postage stamps, 
postal cards, a pencil and postal letter envel­ 
opes. 
At any hour of the day or night a 
citizen may go to one of these l» ox es and 
drop a jienny into it and there will appear a 
postal card and a pencil, with which to write 
a letter. 
If he has a letter already written, 
and merely wants a postage stamp to mail it, 
he may drop two pennies into the box , anil 
a 2-cent stamp will come out. 
These con­ 
venient box es are already in use in Ix ondon, 
and are much liked there. 
The box es in 
Brooklyn are an im provement on those in 
London. 
They look 
like writing 
desks 
and are 
D . inches high 
by 1« inches 
deep. 
Each l» ox is divided into several 
drawers, one for stamps, one for postal cards, 
one for stamped envelopes and one for letter 
paper. 
There is a slot for dropping a com 
over each drawer. 
When the proper coin is 
dropped in it sets in motion a bit of machin­ 
ery which pushes out the article wanted.

Tht paper has been ably edited anti has 
been v ery helpful, certainly, to its rend 
erg; but not to that degree that would 
hav e resulted had the teachers been 
more awake to the adv antages furnished 
in the direction abov e indicated. 
Air. Brimbleeom’s v ery suggestiv e arti­ 
cle in the last issue of T he L ee County 
P ublic School , will serv e as a worthy 
initial if the earnest teachers of the 
county will hence forth av ail themselv es 
of the opportunity g iv en in these col 
umns to smooth the way of their fellow' 
workers, who are yet nov ices in the 
‘ noble profession,” by such happy sug 
gestions as their experience and ohser 
v ation will dictate.

numbers to young pupils the effectual

With these first principles well under­ 
stood, addition and subtraction present 
no difficulties. 
Multiplication will be readily under­ 
stood, but the pupils should be giv en 
much work for practice and time for 
tlicir ideas to become fixed. 
The young teacher will find the analy­

“It would Is* the same way u lib actors if it 
were not for the severe m ental strains they 
often undergo, and the fact that m any of 
them work entirely too hard and too long. 
Think of a season of fo rty week s fo r a man 
who play s the exacting line of characters 
performed by the late Jo hn McCullough! 
W ith the exception of Mr. B« x>fch and Mr. 
Jefferson, who will not play more than ten or 
fifteen week s in the y ear, tliere is scarcely an 
actor in America who k nows h»>wr to tak e 
2ire o f himself. 
EFFECTS OF TRAINING.

They get first of all a fair 
price foi* their productions from the tnaga- 
zines in which they are published
